ACTION WILL RAISE FUND

Each Delegate Will Contribute

All the fimancia] aid necessary for 
the defense of the McNamara broth- 
ers, charged with dynamiting The Lo: 
Angeles Times, will be given by tlie 
American Federation of Labor. 

By the vote of 197 to 7 the federa- 
tion vesterday afternoon ‘adopteq a 
resolution by Andrew Furruseth thai 
all paid officials of the  affillated 
trade organizations shall be requestea 
to give one week’s salary to. this 
cause. 

Following the adoption of this 
tion was another which was 
adopted and which provided that each 
delegate to the convention shall con- 
tribute one day’s pay to the defense 
fund. This motion was adopted unan- 
imously.

While no accurate figures are ob- 
tainable it is estimated that the adop- 
tion .of these two motions will mean 
that the McNamara defense fund wil. 
be swelled at least $100,000 and prob- 
ably more,- 

One of the strongest speeches made 
in support of the proposition was that 
of Delegate Gallagher, of the car 
workers. Mr. Gallagher stated that 
as an organizer he had his life at- 
tempted and barely escaped with it. 
He said it was instigated by the ene- 
mies of labor. 

“The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion or any other corporation,” said‘ 
he, ‘‘will resort*to murder if they can- 
not put an organizer out of the way 
by other means. You don’t know 
when it will be your time next.” 

Delegate Johannsen, of Los Angeles, 
made a strong speech in support of 
the motion. He said it was estimated 
that the prosecuting attorney has as 
much as $5,000,000 to conduct the fight 
against the McNamaras and that the 
moneyed interests are making every 
effort to secure their conviction. 

President Gompers, chairman of the 
committee on representation, submit- 
ted a report on the petition of the 
national executive committee of the 


“family, 


socialist party requesting that the 
convention give its moral and finan- 
cial support to the candidacy of Job 
Harriman, the socialist candidate for 
mayor of Los Angeles. This request 
was based on the allegation that Har- 
riman represents the interests of the 
laboring classes, while Mayor Alex- 
ander, the opposing candidate for re- 
election, is supported by al] the in- 
terests antagonistic to labor. 

Will Aid Harriman, 

President Gompers reported that his 
committee acted favorably upon the 
request and all union men were urged 
to aid in so far as is possible in fi- 
nancing Harriman’s campaign. 

In indorsing Harriman's candidacy 
the convention expressly stated that it 
was in no way to be construed as in- 
dorsement of the socialist party or its 
principles, 

After a short debate the convention 
declined to adopt a resolution condemn- 
ing the proposed i-cent postage. 

The convention adopted a report of 
the committee on president’s report 
recommending that the executive coun- 
cil Map out a line of policy by which 
to secure legislation excluding women 
from heavy or dangerous occupations. 

A recommendation was adopted pro- 
testing against the rule issued by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and later by President 
Taft, prohibiting civil service em- 
ployees from petitioning congress, 
committees or members thereof for a 
redress of grievances. 

The convention also adopted a rec- 
ommendation condemning the use of 
the third degree by the police as a 
species of barbaric cruelty unworthy 
of a civilized land. 

An interesting feature of the after- 
noon session Thursday was the presen- 
tation of gifts to the fraternal dele- 
gates from England and Canada, con- 
sisting of G. H. Roberts and J. Crinion, 
from England, and William Glaughlin, 
from Canada, 

Prior to the presentation Delegate 
James Wilson astounded the conven- 
tion by offering a resolution which he 
explained was a protest against insults 
offered the American flag by the vis- 
iting delegates. 

A Joke, Taken Seriously. 

Several delegates taking the matter 
seriously sprang to their feet And en- 
tered vigorous protest against the res- 
olution. 

Delegate James O'Connell secured 
the attention of the president, and, ad- 
vancing to the front of the hall, urged 
the delegates to give close attention 
why the resolution should be adopted. 

From Mr. O'Connell’s demeanor it 
was not long until the joke in the res- 
olution became apparent, and at the 
conclusion of a short speech he pre- 
sented the delegates with the gifts. 
Mr. Roberts and Mr. Crinion were pre- 
sented with handsome silver sets and 
Mr. Glaughlin was presented with a 
diamond ring. Mrs. Crinion, who is 
with her husband. was presented with 
a beautiful diamond brooch.

President Henry B. Troutman 
and Chairman Stiles Hop- 
kins Make Formal Reply 
to Volney Williams, Pope 
Brown’s Manager. 


Deported---The Situation on 
Border Is Reported Tense. 
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New Orleans, November 23.—The pro- 
gram of the thirty-seventh annual 
convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association was devoted § today to 
meetings of the different sections of 
the association. There was no gath- 
ering of the delegates at the Athenae- 
um, where the convention is being 
held today, adjournment having been 
taken yesterday until Friday. 

There were in all four section meet- 
ings. These were the trust company 
section, savings bank section, cClear- 
jing house section and that of state 
secretaries, 

The session of the trust company 
was called to order at 10 o’clock by 
President Qliver C, Fuller, of Milwaue 
kee, Wis. After addresses of wel- 
come and responses were heard, Pres- 
ident Fuller presented his annual] re- 
port, which was followed by reports 
of the other officers and committees 
of the section. The various vice pres- 
idents submitted reports dealing with 
the history of the trust companies in 
_the several states during the preced- 
ing year, the conditions under which 
they are now operating and other 
matters of interest pertaining to 
them. Election and _ installation of 
officers was next in order. 

Savings Bank Section, 

The savings bank section opened its 
session at the headquarters of the as- 
sociation at 9:30 o’clock. President 
Edward L. Robinson delivered his an- 
nual address. after which reports of 
the various committees were present- 
ed. A symposium on “the internal 
audit of a savings bank” was con- 
ducted by A. M. Chapin, of Houston. 
The report of the nominating com- 
mittee and election of officers brought 
the meeting to a close, 

President E, R. Fancher, of Cleve- 
land, called the session of clearing 
house section to order at 9:30 Reports 
of officers, addresses, discussions on 
various topics and election of officers 
occupied the time of the session, on 
the adjournment of which the execu- 
tive committee met for the purpose of 
electing its chairman and secretary. 

The state secretaries section, with W. 
H, Keyser, of Missouri, as its presi- 
dent, got to work at 9:30 o’clock. One 
of the features of proceedings of this 
section was the address of Mrs. Helen 
M. Brown, of Detroit, secretary of the 
Michigan Bankers’ Association, the 
only woman delegate to the conven- 
tion. Among others who were heard 
was Detective William J. Burns on 
“modern methods of protecting banks,” 

Currency Reform Big Issue. 

That the issue which overshadows 
everything else affecting the banking 
interests is currency reform, was the 
statement made by Edward L. Robin- 
son, of Baltimore, vice president. of 
the Eutaw Savings Bank, president of 
the savings bank section of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association in his annual 
address today. 

“I took the liberty,’ saia he, “of 
committing our section to a loyal ac- 
quiescence in the request made of us 
by the executive officers that purely 
technical matters ip our special line 
of work be subordinated for the mo- 
ment to the necessity of helping along 
legislation which will transform our 
present archaic monetary system into 
a simple, yet comprehensive, plan 


Rome, Ga., November 23.—(Special.) 
At this afternoon's session of the Bap- 
tist convention the report on temper- 
ance was submitted by Rev. C. W. Dur- 
den, who asked that Seaborn Wright be 
requested to address the. convention 
upon that subject. The report was a 
strong presentation of the temperance 
cause. The prohibition law was com 
mended and the repeal of the near beer 
law was urged. Approval was given 
the work of the anti-saloon league, 
and other like organizations. 

In presenting Mr, Wright to the 
convention, Dr. John E,. White said that 
the report, the speech and the occasion 
were in no way political. Mr. Wright 
evidently held the same view, for while 
this speech was one of his usual strong 
presentations of the cause of prohibi- 
tion and @ denouncement of the liquor 
traffic, there was no political refer- 
ence in it. 

Juage A. D. Freeman offered an 
amendment to read, “We favor the re- 
peal of the near beer law by legislative 
enactment,” but when a motion to lay 
on the table was made the amendment 
was withdrawn. 

Dr. J. R. Sampey represented the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
and Drs. E, J. Forrester and G. A. Nun- 
nally spoke on ministerial education 
during the remainder of the afternoon 
session, 

Judge George Hillyer tonight led an 
hour devoted to “Law and Its Enforce- 
ment,” after which the Mercer re- 
moval matter was taken up. 

Morning Session, 

After the excitement of last night's 
session, the Georgia Baptist conven- 
tion caine up smiling and in the best of 
humor this morning. Interest in the 
Mercer removal question is intense, 
and it is being discussed. 

No one can safely predict just what 
will be done, though the dominant idea 
seems to be that the committee on re- 
moval, or some other committee of like 
import, will be given charge of the 
question for another year with author- 
ity to receive proposals from any 
places which may desire Mercer, to be 
reperted to the convention at Moultrie 
next November. 

The report of the committee on wom- 
an’s work was the first business before 
the convention this morning.

Rockefeller, in a statement given out 
here tonight, replied to the charges 
made by the Merritt brothers before 
the Stanley steel investigating com- 
mittee regarding the methods used by 
Mr, Rockefeller in securing control of 
the Missabe ore mines and the Duluth, 
Missabe and Northern railroad, point- 
ing ‘out that these charges were de- 
nied under oath as long ago as 1895, 
in litigation over the Lake Superior 
Consolidated iron mines. 

He furthermore submits the text of 
a paper bearing the date of January 
22, 1897, to which are attached. the 
names of Alfred and Leonidas Mer- 
ritt and “all the other members of the 
family,” declaring themselves satis- 
fied that, neither Mr. Rockefeller nor 
his agents committed fraud or made 
misrepresentations in the matter in 
question, 

Mr. Rockefeller then sets forth what 
he says are “the facts with regard to 
the loans,” to which the Merritts tes- 
gitied, and denies that the loans in 
question were ever “called” by him. 

Rockefeller’s Statement. 

The statement which was issued to- 
night from No. 26 Broadway, in part, 
is as follows: 

“The loans, aggregating $420,000, 
were made by Mr. Rockefeller in va- 
rious amounts during the summer of 
1895. Mr. Rockefeiler never called 
these loans. In February, 1894, the 
Merritt brothers being pressed by oth- 
er creditors, applied to Mr. Rockefel- 
ler for further assistance. Instead of 
calling his loans, as they charge, he 
furnished them an additional sum of 
480,000, 

“They sold vhim 990,000 shares of 
stock at $10: a share, amounting to 
$900,000, the severa] members of the 
family contributin different propor- 
tions, For one-half of this, more than 
enough to cover his loan to them, he 
gave to each of them an option to re- 
purchase in a year at the price that 
they had sold it to him, with 6 per 
cent interest. 

“Prior to the expiration of the year 
Alfred Merritt, one of the _ brothers 
who testified before the committee, 
brought suit against Mr. Rockefeller, 
and he and several of the others nev- 
er endeavored to exercise the option. 
Another brother and nephew, at the 
expiration of the option, applied for 
an extension of it on their stock, 
which was given them, and they sub- 
sequently took back their stock, 
amounting to 10,000 shares, and on the 
formation of the steel corporation sold 
it to that company.”

ORDERED TO JAIL 


For Their Part in the Attack 
on House of Com- 
mons. 


London, November 23.—Mrs. Pethick 
Lawrence, leader of Tuesday's suf- 
fragette riots, was today the central 
figure of the trial of those arrested 
during the demonstration, 

Standing unconcernedly in the pris- 
oner’s enclosure at Bow street court, 
she listened to the evidence in sup- 
port of the charge of assaulting the 
police and obstructing them in the 
performance of their duty. When the 
magistrate sentenced her to a month's 
imprisonment she did not flinch. Ac= 
cording to the evidence, Mrs. Lawrence 
struck a policeman in the face twice 
and struggled for fifteen minutes when 
she was arrested and taken away. 

Mrs. Lawrence explained that a 
policeman had his hand on the throat 
of one of her comrades, and that she 
struck him in* the face. 

The court’s sentence was heartily 
hissed by the public in the court, 

Mrs. Kathleen Rothwell managed to 
deliver a brief speech, in spite of the 
protests of the magistrate. 

“It is out of my great love for hu- 
manity, and particularly my devotion 
to women and children that I did this,” 
she said. “Sex disqualification is the 
root of all social evils, and I am pre- 
pared to do anything the militant 
branch of the suffragettes dictates in 
order to gain the vote for woman.” 

Miss Fairlee Harmer, evidently of 
superior social position, paid, under. 
protest, a fine and the costs of repair- 
ing the windows of a government 
building which she had smashed. Miss 
Harmer explained that her father was 
seriously ill, and on that account she 
would pay rather than go to jail. 

Altogether a dozen of the accused 
were sent for trial at the sessions and 
another eight were sentenced sum- 
marily by the magistrate,

British Labor People Approve. 

“The British labor movement has 
repeatedly declared in its conventions 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of peace by arbitration between the 
nations of the world,” observed Mr. 
Roberts as he gave his unqualified sup. 
port to the pending treaties, which 
have already been ratified by his gzov- 
ernment as well by the government of 
France. 

' “It may be said unreservedly that the 
ratification of the treaties between 
America, Great Britain and France is 
profoundly desired,” continued the Eng- 
lish labor leader and member of par- 
liament. “It ig to be hoped that the 
other pations of the world may be 
brougat within these great covenants 
of peace Ail civilized peoples are dis- 
cerning the unwisdom and immorality 
o° war. In this respect I believe the 
organized workers represent the over- 
whelming :nass of public opinion in the 
old country. Nations are groaning be- 
neath the burden of armaments. Wealth 
Which should sustain and enrich life, 
is being increasingly hypothecated to 
the invention and manufacture of de- 
structive weapons. 

Victors Also Find War Costly. 

“The theory that no country can, 
under modern conditions, derive eco- 
nomic advantage from war, that the 
vigtorious finds it hard.v less costly 
than the vanquished, is rapidly gain- 
ing ground. This, coupled with the 
widespread view that the interests

Labor Committed to Arbitration. 

“The American labor movement, like 
the labor movement of all the world, 
stands committed to the substitution 
of mediation, conciliation and arbitra- 
tion for international war,’ remarked 
Mr. Gompers. “Quite apart from the 
altruistic ‘and humane sentiments 
which the working men share with 
others is the effort to aboiish the ar- 
bitrament of international disputes by 
resort to war, the working men recog- 
nize that, though others may fail, the 
brunt of war is borne by them, not 
only upon the field of battle itself, 
but in bearing the burdens which war 
thereafter entails. 

“Of all the people who suffer from 
war, the toilers are most intensels 
interested, for they are the greatest 
burden bearers of its resultant horrors 
and sufferings; it is, therefore, not 
difficult to discern why they have 
from their first gatherings, and at al- 
most every gathering thereafter, com- 
mitted themselves unalterably and 
vita:ly to the abolition of war, and, in 
favor of a duly constituted interna- 
tional court of arbitration, to adjudi- 
cate all contentions between nations 
which cannot be settled through the 
ordinary channels of conciliation and 
diplomacy, 

Peace Means Development. 

“War is the practice of the most 
consummate skill ih the art of de- 
struction—destruction of human life 
and human product. Peace affords 
the opportunity to develop the best 
that is in man, both productive and 
constructive. It is the noblest attri- 
bute of man’s duty to man, the world 
over. 

“Instead of the enormous expendi- 
tures for arsenals and armories, bat- 
tieships and navy yards, we would 
have them devoted to school] rooms, 
col.eges and universities: to university 
extensions, manual training and tech- 
nology; to make parks and plar- 
grounds, air spaces, breathing . places, 
to weed out misery and poverty and 
stamp out their ill-begotten child, the 
great white plague, which is ravaging 
so many of the masses of our people.”

TO SMUGGLE CHINESE 


Celestials Brought Into the 
United States by Way 
of Canada. 


Chicago, November 25.—An exten- 
sive Chinese smuggling piot was re- 
vealed by federal officers today when 
“Crappy” Nelson was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
Foote, charged with bringing Chinese 
into this country from Canada. 

Twenty men charged with being im- 
plicated in the plot are under arrest 
in Chicago, New York and Detroit, 
where the band made its headquarters, 
according to Special Agent William 
Danneberg, of the department of jus- 
tice, who has been working on the 
case ror two months, 

Those under arrest in Chicago are 
“Crappy” Nelson, Lorne Stoneberg, Atl- 
bert Arthur, alias “Bimmie” Quelette: 
Gordon Ferris, Moy Sing, a wealthy 
Chinese merchant; Moy Chung Hau 
and Moy Foo. 

Under arrest in New York are thir- 
teen Chinese, including Moy Sai Tighs, 
a wealthy merchant. Frank Walsh is 
under arrest in Detroit. 

Special Agent Danneberg, who made 
the arrests, was assisted in trailing 
the alleged smugglers by his wife, a 
bride of a few months, 

He said that the band brought most 
of the Chinese to this country by way 
of Windsor and ‘Toronto, Canada, by 
breaking the governments seal on 
freight cars a few miles from the bor- 
der, putting the men in the cars and 
then sealing the doors again.

The Atlanta Steel Company has noti- 
fied the city that it must dibcontinue 
emptying muddy water from its 
basins and filters into a branch which 
flows into a lake used by the company. 
The muddy water comes from the 
washings of the basins and filters, It: 
is claimed that the company’s lake has 
almost been filled up with mud.

It was also de- 
cided to hold a conference with offi- 
cials of the steel company to ascertain 
what, if any, agreement, could be 
reached.

Alleging -that ‘they are being dis- 
criminated against, and that women 
should be on the same salary ievel as 


|are the men, the faculty of the Girls’

FLAWS PICKED 


IN U. S. ARMY 


Number of Defects Reported 
by Inspector-General’s 
Department. 


av 


Washington, D. C., November 
Inspectors were busy picking flaws 
in the army last year and apparently 
they found a number. 

These are set out in the annual Te- 
port of the inspector general’s depart- 
ment which was made this year by 
A. W. Brew'ster, acting inspector gen- 
eral. The inspectors were required 
to test the mobility of the troops, put- 
ting them into camp for at least four 
days; trying out the bayonet and 
saber drill and testing the marching 
capacity. 

The conditions developed by these 
exercises show that the field prepared- 
ness of the army was not uniformly 
satisfactory, 

One inspector reported that a large 
majority of the troops were not prop- 
erly trained. Another held that garri- 
son work should be curtailed and the 
training carried on in the field. 

Still another said there was too 
much parade drill and a disposition to 
confine the field education to the oc- 
casional practice marches. None of 
the organizations was classed as pro- 
fiicient in saber and bayonet drill. 
Marching capacity varied from post 
to post. When the feet of the com- 
mand were hard and the soldiers ex- 
perienced, the results were good. 
Most of the sore feet resulted from 
improperly fitted shoes, too tight a fit 
being the rule. 

The maneuvers in Texas are 
tensively reviewed in the report. 
is declared that the concentration 
undoubtedly a great benefit to 
army and it is recommended that an- 
other division be mobilized, with units 
filled to war strength, all officers be- 
ing present and with staff, trains and 
equipment complete, 

Motor trucks were shown to be de- 
sirable and_ automobiles absolutely 
necessary for the use of field offi- 
cers. The attempt to fill up the 
skeleton organizations with green re- 
cruits worked badly. A marked de- 
ficiency was a lack of serviceable 
animals. 

The infantry is said to need much 
instruction in marching, and a sug- 
gestion is made for a heroic test in 
order to learn what can be expected 
by having an infantry company, at 
war strength, march with an auto 
truck from San Francisco to New 
York. 

On the whole the army seems a 
well disciplined body, no criticism on 
that score having been received. The 
same old complaint of absence of of- 
ficers from their regiments and com- 
panies was renewed, notwithstanding 
the fact that quite a number of offi- 
cers were added to the army by a 
recent act of congress to cure this 
@eyvili. 

There are a great many civil service 
employees in the military establish- 
ment and the report strongly urges 
the enactment of legislation that wil} 
provide a retigement system for their 
benefit.

Underwood, “that we shall, in part, 
abandon the representative government 
enacted by our revolutionary fathers 
and adopt a system that in the end 
would establish a direct democracy 
when the ultfmate powers to make 
laws would be placed directly in tTie 
hands of all the people, and the inde- 
pendent judiciary intended to protect 
the constitutional guarantees of indi- 
vidual - iberty would become sub- 
servient to the will of the majority 
through political compulsion.” 

“Mr. Underwood declared there was 
fas less danger of enacting hasty, ill- 
considered legislation under the pres- 
ent than under the proposed initiative 
and referendum system. He admitted 
that the latter system had worked out 
satisfactorily in some local matters 
when a distinct issue that was clearly 
understood had been presented to the 
people. He contended, however, that 
the people’s representatives were bet- 
ter able to protect their interests on 
national matters. 

It was the belief of the speaker that 
congress always would ultimately re- 
spend to the enlightened and matured 
sentiment of the people, and cited the 
railroad rate legislation, pure food 
laws, publicity of campaign contribu- 
tion measure asS instances of this re- 
sponse. 

“Should I stop to criticise our gov- 
ernment,” continued Mr. Underwood. 
“IT would say that the people suffter 
far more from the failure to enforce 
existing laws than they do from the 
lack of proper legislation. The people 
should drive from the places of power 
and responsibility the unfaithful serv- 
ants and elect those who wil] be faith- 
ful to the trust imposed upon them. 
The masses of the people are far bet- 
ter judses of men than they are of 
measures, and are far more likely to 
select an honest man than an honest 
meastre.”

To protect the rights of the states 
and nation and develop the country’s 
power ossibilities, Mr. Fisher sug- 
gested this as the ‘basis for a federal 
water power: policy, which he urged 
on congress for immediate action: 

Bas.s for Water Power Policy. 

Federal government to reta:n_ the 
right to grant permits for power de- 
veiopment enterprises. 

The right to adjust 
rates at certain intervals to be 
served. 

Provision be made in the grants for 
regulation of the enterprise by the 
state or its municipal divisions, 

Revenues collected by the govern- 
ment for the use of the water power 
to be expended on the stream where 
the ower is developed, 

Revenue and taxes to be 
low as possible. 

Gifford Pinchot, 
also advocated that power 
be made for a limited term, approx- 
imately fifty years. Secretary Fisher 
expressed the opinion that such a lim- 
itation is-not necessary if the govern- 
ment reserves the right to adjust the 
company’s price at intervals of ap- 
proximately ten years.

Following 
the pathetic farewells between him- 
self and the members of his family, 
in “which he broke down completely, 
he disclosed such a quick and complete 
reversion to his placid demeanor that 
it oecasioned the utmost  astonish- 
ment. The death watch had looked 
forward to a harrowing night. When, 
under the rules of the prison, lights 
were ordered out at 8 o'clock, Beattie 
showed every evidence of preparation 
to spend u quiet and restful period be- 
fore he is summoned tv the death 
chair. 

It became known tonight that the 
prison authorities will insist upon the 
family removing the body within a few 
hours after it is laid out in the mor- 
tuary room? which adjoins the death 
chamber. It was at first believed that 
the body might be embalmed and kept 
in the penitentiary until arrangements 
could be completed for the funeral, but 
this belief quickly was dispelled. 
THE FUNERAL PLANS. 

While the funeral plans, if any have 
beeh actually made, have nut yet been 
announceed, it is generally understood 
that Beattie will rest in. the family 
lot in Maury Cemetery. South Rich- 
mond, only a pace or two from that 
of his wif. The burial probably will 
ke early in.the morning or by the 
wavering light of lantern, in order to 
eSecape the morbid crowds that are cers 
tain to gather at the grave. : 

Beattie will be taken from the death 
watch shortly after’7 o’cleck tomor- 
row morning. The warden of the peni- 
tentiary, following vut the law, wiil 
read to him the warrent ordering his 
death. Within a few brief momerts 
after that sclenmn observance is tum- 
pleted, Beattie will have paid his toll 
of life for the murder of his wife.
